The improvements to the service 


have been greater nnder hit three years of 
administration than of nil the postmasters 
for the past twenty years. The postal bus! 
ness here has now reached a stage which 
enables him to freely predict that within 
another year grey-uniformed carriers will 
be delivering the mail to all parts of the 
borough. The fact that Mr. Minster will 
undoubtedly have Senators Penrose's and 
Quay's and Congressman Wanger's en- 
dorsement for a second term, would seem 
to indicate that there will be no change In 
the Bristol office. 


The merchants of Hazleton have come 


to the conclusion that money spent in ad- 
vertising by means of handbills and dod- 
gers has not been a profitable venture and 
will hereafter use the newspaper exclusive- 
ly as mediums to convey store news to the 
public. 
Advertising by means of dodgers 


is a poor, cheap way of seeking publicity. 
Two-thirds of such bills distributed are 
never read. An advertisement in a news- 
paper lik« the Gazette is read for the rea- 
son that the comingof the paper Is anxiously 
awaited and its columns are perused.

The Pennsylvania Railroad is soon to 


begin an experiment with a new kind of 


' wood for ties. Orders have been placed, 


and several consignments of material are 
now on the way from South America. 
As 


soon as the vessels arrive preparations will 
be made for placing the ties at points 
along the main line and in and around 
Philadelphia. 
The ties are of Mora wood, 


and come from British Guiana. 
It is 


(aimed for them that they will last fifty 


jears, the timber being exceedingly hard 
and possessing the quality of durability. 
The present ties last from three to ten 
years. 
The purchasing price alone for 


each tie of the Mora wood is $1, and the 
delivery price about $5.10 The cost of the 
white oak ties, which the road has been 
using, is about 75 cents each. 
It is ex- 


pected that the work of laying these ties 
will begin about the first of January. 


A matter of importance that will soon 


claim the attention of the Republicans of 
Bucks county will be the election of five 
state delegates.

Convention, which will nominate a candi- 
date for Governor will probably be held in 
April at Harrisburg.

If, in their wisdom, 
the Republicans of bucks, select these 
men as delegates, to represent the local 
party In the State convention it will be a 
mark of sound judgment. In the interest 
of peace and harmony Mr. Fish stood aside 
recently in favor of Mr. Bell's election as 
a state delegate and it is right and fair 
that his present candidacy should be en- 
dorsed. 
Messrs. Gilkeson, Yardloy and 


Peniose are men well known throughout 
the length and breadth of the country as 
leaden of their party; men who are In 
position to know the sentiments of the 
Republicans of the county and who will, if 
elected, tote for tbe best interests of that 
great organization whose chief head is in 
the White House at Washington.

time ago of tbe scurrilous attack upon 
Pennsylvania, which 
appeared in the 


October 
number 
of 
the 
"Atlantic 


Monthly." 
Judge Samrfel N. Penny- 


packer, of Philadelphia, framed a reply 
to the annonymous contribution to the 
magazine, but It was declined and the 
manuscript returned to the writer. 
It 


appeared in last Sunday's Philadelphia 
Press, And was a talented and able defense 
of the Commonwealth. After quoting the 
splendid story of the history of the State, 
tho fame of Massachusetts, which the 
"Atlantic Monthly" article displayed for 
Invidious comparison, was stripped of Its 
glory by Judge Fennjpacker. 
In his able 


argument the learned judge Hays: 


Would It bo unkind to srfgaest that the 


difference in the characteristics of the 
people of Massachusetts and Pennsylvania 
is well exemplified in the comparison of 
the affairs at Bunker Hill and Stony 
Point? 
In tbe former engagement a 


Massachusetts general selected an eleva- 
tion and protected himself by intrench- 
ments. The British landed at the foot of 
tho hill, marched up, drove the Americans 
from the field and captured and bold the 
intronchincnts. Since that time historian 
have written and poets have sung, a huge 
monument was erected and Daniel Webste 
delivered an oration, until almost.if not al- 
together, we were persuaded that in some 
way which we do not understand, we must 
have won tho battle. It ie substantially 
the only one ever fought in Massachusetts 
and is cherished exnecessitate. At Stony 
Point 600 British troops occupied a crest 
150 feet high, elaborately fortified. 
In 


addition two abattis defended the hill and 
at the foot were a picket and moat. 
Anthony Wayne with 1,400 men classed 
the tnout, tore down the abattis, stormed 
the fortifications and captured the garri- 
son. He was hit on the head and thought 
to bo killed and of the twenty-one Ponn- 
sylvaniars in the forlorn hope seventeen 
wore shot. Though then universally re- 
garded as the most brilliant feat of arms 
of the war there has been little vaunting 
about it since. 


Judge Pennj packer devotes considerable 


space in reciting the position of Pennsyl- 
vania and her citi/ens in the ware that 
have occurred; speaks of her men of the 
past and pretent, noted in finance, trade, 
the arts: and professions, and In reply to 
the personal attack upon Senator Quay 
Judge Fennypackcr's article states:

why men in Pennsylvania are attached to 
Mr. Quay and proud of his accomplish- 
ment. It is not for me to express an 
opinion concerning his political methods 
or principles, but about his personal char- 
acteristics it is permit tea me to apeak.

, terms to the Boers than those which have 
been already announced. Those are tbe 
term* which tbe Boers are fighting against, 
and nobody can see the end of the fight- 
ing.

When

us in love and sympathy. Secret societies 
are stepping stones to the church. 
If the 


lo(*ge members will follow the teachings 
of their organization, they will kneel at 
the church altar and confess Christ to all 
men. 
The American Mechanics are not 


arrayed against any particular denomina- 
tion but are opposed to any church or de- 
nomination, that would seek to lay its 
hands upon our public schools, or any de- 
nomination that would go to our national 
governmental Washington and seek to ob- 
tain funds for the support of denomina- 
tional schools.

another Grant and another Garfield. The 
American Mechanics contend that this 
country shall not become the dumping 
ground of the entire world. Tbe paupers 
and offscourings of the old world enter our 
gates and our citizens are compelled to lab- 
or for beggarly wages, because of the com- 
petition of these foreigners who are not 
accustomed to the comforts which tbe 
American citizen is used to.
